Sometimes It Feels Like 
Everything = and Nothing - Changes

Fifteen years ago, I was 16 and 
working part time at Collaborations 
on 30A in Seagrove. Collaborations 
was a large art gallery and melting 
pot that lasted a nice long while 
before development knocked and 
the building—which also was home 
to other businesses, including 
House of Angels that my mother 
and I owned—was demolished. 
The planned development never 
materialized, and the little hill still 
remains empty with the exception of 
a giant real estate sign. 


Beyond being important to me for 
numerous reasons, the building is 
also likely where I heard my first 
local band play. Collaborations was 
famous—and a bit infamous—for its 
parties, of which Dread Clampitt was 
usually the centerpiece. 


Music was also a big deal to us. 
Although we would occasionally fight 


over control of the six-tray CD player, 
the choice was often local. I still have 
every lyric from Duke Bardwell, Jeff 
Caldwell, the Underdogs, early Dread, 
and Franko “Washboard” Jackson 
albums etched into my memory. 


My first interaction with The 
Beachcomber is one that Chris 
Manson isn’t even aware of. When 
The Beachcomber was in its infancy, I 
submitted to be a writer—specifically 
wanting to do reviews of new 
music. I wasn’t the most confident 
personality, and vividly remember 
pacing Collaborations’ floor as I was 
talking on the phone to editor Leah 
Stratmann. She slightly scoffed at the 
idea as my heart just about flew out 
of my chest while I pleaded my case. 
She invited me to follow up in email, 
but my nerve was lost. I never did. 


It was also about this time that I 
was first met Bruce Collier. We— 
along with former contributor Ritch 
Brinkley—were a part of the inaugural 


season of Seaside Repertory Theatre. 
Bruce even attempted to get me to 
write for the DeFuniak Herald shortly 
after, but I was the poster child for 
the phrase “shrinking violet” and 
bombed the interview. 


Responsibilities intervened, and it 
wasn’t until 2010 that music shifted 
to the forefront. It started in Panama 
City Beach, frequenting metal shows 
and building lasting friendships 
on the scene. Every weekend mom 
and I were heading out to a new 
adventure, discovering a new venue 
or artist from Fort Walton Beach to 
Panama City. 


My love for it all grew, and I was finally 
finding my sense of self. I bought a 
“real” camera, we started 850 Music 
(now 850ME) as an entertainment 
blog to support friends, and this 
unpredictable snowball happened. 
It can’t even be called a trickle, as it 
often feels like an avalanche. 

I remember two conversations 


encouraging me to reach out to The 
Beachcomber. Ben Savage was running 
sound at the Shed (now Coyote Ugly), 
and he was determined that I needed 
to write for The Beachcomber. Mose 
Wilson of Hotel Oscar did the same 
to me at an LA Lounge (now Club LA) 
show. I was flattered but didn’t think 
I’d be taken seriously by a publication 
that had lasted over a decade. 


Sometime shortly after, Chris 
emailed me, asking if I wanted to 
submit anything and later suggested 
I do reviews of new music. It all 
started with an email—the irony 
of that is something I’ve always 
cherished. 


That was 2012, and I’m still here. 


I’ve been to Hangout Festival as 
media, met my teenage idols, 
interviewed bona fide super stars, 
and—most importantly—made 
family all because of music. And all 
because of The Beachcomber.

Just the Liquor Talking 


Spirited Florida 


By Bruce Collier 


There seem to be somewhere 
between 12 and 20 distilleries in 
Florida, from small craft operations 
with very limited output to major 
producers. I am focusing on the full 
service Florida operations, those who 
distill in-house. 


I sampled seven spirits from six 
operating distilleries—two in Crestview, 
one in Umatilla, one in St. Petersburg, 
one in St. Augustine, and one in 
Auburndale. All were purchased 
locally. Each was sampled neat. 


ST. AUGUSTINE DISTILLERY 
SUGAR CANE VODKA 

80 Proof - $29.99/750 ml 
staugustine.com 

Built in a former ice plant, St. 
Augustine offers whiskey, rum, gin 
and vodka, distilled from area-grown 
grains and citrus. Their bottles look 
like props from Boardwalk Empire. 
This was my first cane vodka, which 
I drank chilled from the refrigerator. 
The nose is bright and fresh, fruity and 
green. It’s medium-bodied, with low- 
key warmth rather than alcohol burn. 
The finish gives a hint of cane juice. 


FLORIDA CARIBBEAN 
DISTILLERS FLORIDA OLD 
RESERVE RUM 

84 Proof - $22.99/750 ml 
floridadistillers.com 

Florida Caribbean’s website states 
that they have distilleries in Lake 
Alfred and Auburndale, storage and 
rum aging facilities in Winter Haven, 
and a distillery in Puerto Rico. They 
offer an extensive line of rum, vodka, 
liqueurs, cordials, wine-based drinks 
and whiskey, some of which come 
from sourced spirits. The Florida Old 
Reserve two-year-old is Florida-distilled 
and aged in sherry casks, from cane 
molasses and water “deep within the 
Florida aquifer.” The color is like a 
light whiskey or “eye of the partridge” 
wine. The nose is vanilla, waffle cones, 
eggnog and custard. The taste is dry 
sherry, nuts and rum raisin ice cream 
on a long finish. 


OLD ST. PETE TROPICAL GIN 

90 Proof - $39.99/750 ml 
stpetersburgdistillery.com 

One of the prettiest labels I’ve ever seen. 
This small-batch, pot still gin is distilled 
from grain, flavored with juniper and 
peels of lemon, orange and grapefruit. 
The nose confirms all the above. Along 
with juniper, I caught hints of fennel 
and sage. The juniper moves aside and 
the citrus oils come forward. The taste 
shows off the citrus—there’s a Trix 


“orange-orange” hit that lets you know 
that this is truly Florida gin. The oils 
cling to the palate for a grapefruit-led 
finish. Old St. Pete also makes vodka, 
rum, mead and orange liqueur. 


PALM RIDGE RESERVE MICRO 
BATCH FLORIDA WHISKEY 

90 Proof - $55-55.99/750 ml 
palmridgereserve.com 

This comes from a small distillery in 
Umatilla, in Lake County, between 
Ocala and Orlando. This is orange 
country, and this young whiskey 
(reportedly around eight months old) 
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ages briefly in orange wood as well as 
oak. It’s unfiltered. The nose is fresh, 
young grain, pepper and honeycomb, 
which smoothes into toasted orange 
peel and orange oil. The taste is orange 
honey, cinnamon toast, with a nutty 
finish. 


PALM RIDGE RESERVE MICRO 
BATCH RYE WHISKEY 

100 Proof - $51.99/750 ml 

Also eight months old, with a 70-percent 
rye mashbill. That’s evident from the 
nose, which is intense rye grain, growing 
stronger with airing. The taste is fruity, 
brandy-like, and delivers on what the 
nose promises. Palm Ridge also makes 
a “Virgin” lightly aged whiskey that I 
have not tried. The distillery reportedly 
releases only 6,000 bottles annually, so 
if you see it, buy it. 


PEADEN BROTHERS R.W. ELLIS 
OLE 615 BOURBON 

80 Proof - $35/375 ml, $70/750 ml 
peadenbrothersdistillery.com 
Crestview is on its way to becoming a 
distillers’ Mecca, and Peaden Brothers 
got it started, offering fresh corn 
liquor and flavored spirits. Years ago 
they took the plunge into distilling 
bourbon, rye and malt whiskey. It’s 
ready to taste. The small-batch, pot 
still, bourbon is aged under four 
years. It looks unfiltered, though the 
label doesn’t say. The nose starts off 


with earth and freshly sawed wood, 
followed by sharp grains and berries. 
After some time in the glass there’s 
toasted maple, butterscotch, Heath 
Bar toffee and salted caramel. The 
taste is drier than I expected, with a 
hint of sweetness at the end. I’d love to 
sample this at 90 or 100 proof, though 
it’s very flavorful at 80. Peaden’s stock 
varies. I’m told they’re embarking on 
rum. 


TIMBER CREEK HANDCRAFTED 
FLORIDA BLACK RYE 

93 Proof - $43-49.99/750 ml 
timbercreekdistillery.com 

Also located in Crestview, Timber Creek 
is distilling vodka, rums, coffee rum, 
an “apple pie” molasses spirit, two 
bourbons, and this rye, which has a 
100-percent black rye grain mashbill. It’s 
unfiltered, and aged a minimum of nine 
months. Timber Creek distills its grains 
(rye, corn, wheat, barley) separately, 
then blends the pure spirits in various 
combinations. The nose is proudly and 
uncompromisingly rye—tangy, brittle, 
sharp and peppery, just the thing to test 
whether you like rye or not. The taste 
starts nutty, but with air mellows and 
fattens into a grain-lover’s whiskey. The 
finish reminded me of the tart, toasty 
aftertaste of molasses or cane syrup. 


Let’s drink to what I hope will become 
a thriving industry in Florida, one both 
noble and tourist-proof. May they distill 
long and prosper.

It’s been 
exactly 10 years this summer since 
the Doggie Dining bill was signed by 
recent U.S. presidential candidate and 
unintentional funnyman Governor Jeb 
Bush, unleashing a flurry of excitement 
among us Floridians who dreamed of 
taking our best friend out for a bite. 


We call it the Doggie Drinking law, 
because many of our favorite local 
beer hot spots are now Fido-friendly, 
thanks to Mr. Bush. And we can’t think 
of a better way to spend the long hot 
dog days of summer than toasting the 
former governor with a fine beer like, 
say, Oskar Blues’ The Gubna perhaps. 


Here are five of our fave Fido-friendly 
beer spots where you, too, can while 
away the dog days of the summer with 
your best friend. 


TIJUANA FLATS 

FORT WALTON BEACH 

This is the place that started it all, at least 
locally, beginning with owners Brian 
and Jenna Burger actively pushing for 
the dog-friendly legislation. Since the 
change went into effect, Tijuana Flats 
has welcomed leashed doggies on their 
open patio area. The four-leggers have 
their own happy hour, too—actually, 
Yappy Hour—every Thursday evening 
from 7 to 9. Humans are treated to 
special drink prices, prizes for the kids 
and live music.

Prices here are super reasonable, too, 
with a daily happy hour that kicks off 
at 4 p.m. featuring 2-for-1 brews. Fido 
gives it four paws up. 


PROPS BREWERY & GRILL 
FORT WALTON BEACH 

Youll find Props bordering the west 
side of Brooks Bridge, just before you 
hit Okaloosa Island. And you really 
should. Find it, that is. Though it is 
indeed a bona fide brewery where they 
make some of the finest suds in the 
South (sold onsite as well as distributed 
under the Props label), it’s also a sleek 
and roomy hangout with friendly staff. 
As an eatery, they offer an array of fare 
ranging from fresh salads to hearty 
burgers, sausages and wings to rib- 
stickin’ mac ’n cheese. 


As is typical, patrons with pooches are 
relegated to patio seating. But don’t 
let the street front setting put you off. 
This place is right by the water and 
the breezes that blow through are not 
only refreshing and balmy, they’re 
super relaxing. It’s a vibe that pairs 
well with one of their hottest brews 
going — figuratively speaking — the 
Blond Bomber, a light, summery ale 
that has hoppy-malty substance, along 
with interesting flavor notes. Tasty and 
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easy to drink, it’s no wonder at all that 
it’s been a smash hit locally. 


Other flagship brews include the Flying 
Coffin IPA, the Prop Oil Porter, and our 
personal Props go-to brew, the 4 Kings 
brown ale. Hit up the daily happy hour 
from 4 to 6 p.m. and you'll save a buck 
a beer, with prices starting at about 
four dollars. 


WORLD OF BEER 

DESTIN 

Yes, there is a place for you and Rover 
to rest your weary paws in the middle 
of Destin Commons’ hustle, while 
enjoying a cold beer and maybe one 
of those stupendously big pretzels 
they’re famous for. True to its name, 
the beer offerings here are blissfully 
mind-boggling featuring tried-and- 
truly tasty brews from Lagunitas, 
Abita, Oskar Blues, Back 40, Grayton, 
Rogue, Cigar City and Goose Island 
along with hard-to-find imports such 
as Weihenstephaner and Occulto. 


Though they just tapped the mighty 
tasty Bell’s Oberon, Southern Tier’s 
potent Salted Caramel and a bourbon-y 
“Bock Bock,” why not celebrate the dog 
days of summer and the anniversary 
of legal doggie dining with a brew 
from Dogfish, Sea Dog or even Abita’s 
Turbodog? We went to the dogs, and it 
was very tasty. 


THE CRAFT BAR 

GRAND BOULEVARD AT SANDESTIN 
There’s a special reason the new Craft 
Bar over in Grand Boulevard is on our 
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list. Together with the neighboring 
package store, they have scrumptious 
burgers and other bar food and—more 
importantly—one of the best craft 
beer selections in SoWal. Brews rotate 
regularly and frequently, but it’s not 
uncommon to find the best from 
dependably good brewers such as Left 
Hand, Stone, Lagunitas, Good People, 
Breckenbridge, Central 28, Cigar City 
and the like. 


Still, it’s Grand Boulevard’s big stretch 
of green space that makes this Craft 
Bar location great, especially if you 
have a restless pup. Pooches that 
need private time or even a little jog 
can check out the border area of the 
rear parking area where you may even 
bump into some daily dog walkers. 


HELENBACK AGAIN 
NAVARRE 

Doggies may not be allowed on the 
beach in Navarre, but they can have 
the next best thing by hanging on 
the Sound at Helenback Again’s front 
deck. Helenback is Fido-friendly 
and budget-friendly, with domestics 
fetching a mere three bucks from 3 to 
7 p.m. Beer selection here is limited 
to Corona, Yuengling, Miller-Coors 
products and their own house brew, 
the Helenback Special hOps, which 
is amazingly good. 


Helenback might be best known, 
though, for their pizza. Maybe you read 
about it in Esquire? You can snag a 
top of the line supreme pie for $13 in 
Navarre, but only at lunchtime.
